DUTCH AND SWISS 


ALSO 10 GHANGE 
MONETARY POLICY 


Netherlands Puts Embargo 
on Gold Export; Switzer- 
land’s Parliament Called 


for Action. 


By the Associated Press. 


| AMSTERDAM, The Netherlands, | 


Sept. 26—The Government of The 
Netherlands, which, with France 
and Switzerland, clung to the gold 
standard after other major powers 
had quit it, announced tonight it 
could no longer maintain its “pres- 
ent monetary policy.” 

The decisions of France and 
Switzerland to devalue their mone- 
tary units caused a change in the 
Dutch Government's position, an 
official statement said, Earlier the 
Government had announced ,The 
Netherlands would not change its 
monetary policy despite the French 
action. 

The Bank of The Netherlands 
and the Government reached an 
agreement for an embargo on ex- 
portation of gold, effective tomor- 
row, it was announced after a Cab- 
inet meeting. 

Stock exchanges will be closed 
Monday and Tuesday. 

The official declaration § said: 
“The Government has reconsidered 
its monetary policy folowing meas- 
ures taken by France and Switzer- 
land. Being the only country on 
the gold standard, The Netherlands 
feels the highest pressure on the 
exchange and the gold reserve. 
Consequently it considers. it im- 
possible to maintain its present 
monetary policy.” 


Swiss Parliament to Act Tomor- 
row on Franc Alignment. 
By the Associated Press. 

BERNE, Sept. 26. — The Swiss 
Federal Council, after first vot- 
ing today to maintain the gold 
standard, announced that the 
Government would convoke Par- 
liament on Monday to approve a 
new alignment of the Swiss franc. 

An official Government communi- 
que said: “After taking cogniz- 
ance of the action of the Govern- 
ment of the French Republic in 
devaluating the French franc about 
30 per cent, the Federal Council 
considers itself forced, in the in- 
terest of national economy, to an 
alignment of Swiss monies.” 
Throughout the morning, while 
the Council was in session, banks 
in Geneva continued exchange op- 
erations. They gave 100 French 
francs for 12 Swiss francs. The 
ratio yesterday was approximately 
60 to 12.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Serv- 
ing blunt notice the United States 
would “go the limit” to protect its 
monetary agreement with Britain 
and France, Secretary Morgenthau 
today swung into action America’s 
$2,000,000,000 stabilization fund to 
block what he said was a Russian 


effort to depress the British pound. 
His action constituted the first 


men’s” agreement announced last 
night by France, Great Britain and 
the United States looking toward 
stabilization of their currencies. ~ 

Informed that Russia had ordered 
the sale early today of 1,000,000 
pounds sterling “at any price,” 
Morgenthau told a press conference 
he “immediately” countered with an 
order to buy, using $5,000,000 from 
the stabilization fund. 

The Russian move was an un- 
explained development on the heels 
of the agreement reached by the 
three Powers last night for co-op- 
eration in devaluation of the franc. 

The agreement provided that 
countries party to it should use 
“appropriate available resources” to 
prevent disturbance of internation- 
al exchange which might result 
from the understanding that Brit- 
ain and the United States would 
not wage a monetary war with 
France. 

Gets Behind the Pound. 

Morgenthau, in a specially called 
press conference, announced he was 
informed of the offer to sell by the 
Russian State Bank shortly after 
exchange dealings started in New 
York this morning. The French 
and English exchanges were closed. 

The Treasury chief said the Rus- 
sian selling knocked the pound from 
$5.02 to $4.91. When the Treasury 
bought pounds, however, the price 
was pushed back to $4.96. 

Questioned as to whether he an- 
ticipated any more attempts to 
hammer down currencies of the 
three nations, Morgenthau said that 
“if there are any we are ready.” 
Asked how far he was willing to 
go, he said “the limit—two billion 


dollars.” 


Although declining to reveal at 


| exactly what price the pounds were 


bought, Morgenthau said it was a 
figure which “gives the United 
States. Government a handsome 
profit.” 

Since Morgenthau began purchas- 
ing after the pound had fallen to 
$4.91, and forecast a profit, it was 
assumed the pound would be valued 


at more than that. This led to an- 
ticipation in some quarters of a 
ratio of around $5, which would 
represent an increase over the old 
$4.86 rate when both countries were 
on the gold standard. 
Roosevelt Informed. 

Further disclosing the circum- 
stances back of his sudden action 
today, Morgenthau told newspaper- 
men he had first talked with Pres- 


‘ident Roosevelt at Hyde Park by | 


telephone, 

Morgenthau will visit President 
Roosevelt at Hyde Park tomorrow 
for a general discussion of the 
monetary situation. 

Morgenthau said he had not con- 
sulted with the British Govern- 
ment before moving to protect the 
pound. Asked whether he had 
consulted the French Government, 
he replied he had called his fi- 
nancial representatives in the 
American Embassy at Paris after 
buying pounds and had been told 
the move received “an excellent 
reception in France.” 

Asked whether Great’ Britain 
could not have used her own sta- 
bilization fund for buying pounds, 
through a Bank of England pur- 
chasing order to New York, the 
Treasury chief replied affirmative- 
ly, but added: “We have a sta- 
bilization fund for this very pur- 
pose—to even out any sharp dif- 
ferences.” 

Morgenthau said he did not know 
whether the Treasury actually pur- 
chased the entire 1,000,000-pound 
Russian offerings, but that in any 
event it bought “the bulk of it.” 
Should Strengthen Basic Conditions 


of Recovery, Says Hull. 

Commenting on the stabilization 
move, Secretary of State Hull as- 
serted today it “should greatly 
strengthen the prospect of stabili- 
zation in international exchange re- 
lationships” and should result in 
“further strengthening the basic 
conditions of our domestic recov- 
ery.” 

Hull’s statement in part follows: 
“The action of the treasuries of 
the three governments in making 
simultaneous and virtually identical 
statements of policy should greatly 
strengthen the prospect of stability 
in international exchange relation- 


ships. This should result in further 


strengthening the basic conditions 


of our domestic recovery. 
“The step taken is in harmony 
with our reciprocity trade agree- 


ments program, as it is an indis-

The satisfaction of the 
Democrats with the “gentlemen's 
agreement” with France and Great 
Britain was expressed by Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau last 
night when he said: 

“This is something we have been 
looking forward to for three and 
a half years. I have said that we 
would not stand in the way when 
the world was ready for stabiliza- 
tion.” 

When Morgenthau makes a state- 
ment of this sort, it is certain that 
he is also speaking for President 
Roosevelt. 

Answer to Landon Charges. 

Although Secretary Morgenthau 
declined to answer last night 
whether the agreement was “de 
facto stabilization,” that is, a peg- 
ging of the dollar, franc and pound 
at definite values without the bene- 
fit of a treaty or on a specific gold 
‘content, his satisfaction in mak- 
ing the announcement indicated 
that the Democrats now believe 
that they have the answer to 
charges by Governor Landon, form- 
er Secretary of the Treasury Og-

The precincts in 
which declines occurred were the 
Second, Third, Fifth, Sixth Seventh, 
Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh, Fourteen- 
th, Fifteenth and Sixteenth.

Senator Kinney’s Ward. 

State Senator Mike Kinney’s 
Fifth Ward, only a shade behind 
Miller’s in the number of “not 
founds,” which was 4657, shows up 
in September with a registration 
of 9029, or 4372 less than it had in 
June. Every one of the 13 _ pre- 
cincts in this ward has a smaller 
registration in September than it 
had in June. 

In the Sixth Ward, another down- 
town river ward, the September 
registration of 11,021 represents a 
decrease of 552. Increases in 11 
precincts were offset by decreases 
in four, the First, Second, Third and 
Sixth, which contributed more than 
half of the 2340 “not found” regis- 
trations reported for the ward. 

There is an increase of 747 in the 
registration of the Seventh Ward, 
but six precincts, the First, Third, 


enth, show decreases. Here, again, 
these were precincts which the re- 
canvass showed to be packed with 
phantom voters in the June regis- 
tration. 

The Eighth Ward shows an in- 
crease of 1255 in its registration, 
with only three precincts, the First, 
Second and Fifth, having a small- 
er registration in September than 
in June. ; 

All 17 precincts in th Ninth 
Ward show increases, and the to- 
tal registration for the ward of 
10,365 in September is 1710 larger 
than the June figure. 

Increase in Tenth. 

The Tenth Ward has but one pre- 
cinct with a smaller registration 
in September than in June—the 
Second, where the number of “not 
founds” was 119, four times the 
average for the ward. The Tenth 
Ward as a whole has an increase 
of 1165. 

Registration in the Eleventh 
Ward, which had fewer “not 
founds” than any other, showed an 
increase of 2039, each of the 23 pre- 
cincts having a larger registration 
in September than in June. 

The Twelfth Ward has an in- 
crease of 1368, with only three of 
the 26 yrecincts showing smaller 
registrations in September than in 
June. These three precincts are 
the Fifth, which had a larger num- 
ber of “not founds” than any other 
in the ward, the Twentieth and the 
Twenty-sixth. 

In the Thirteenth Ward there is 
an increase of 4105 in the Septem- 
ber registration, but five precincts, 
the Twenty-third, Twenty-fourth, 
Twenty-sixth, and

Nine of the Eighteenth Ward’s

The Twenty-first Ward, too, had 
an inconsequential increase in reg- 
istration, and in nine of its 21 
precincts the September total was 
less than that of June.

CRITICISES PLAN 
70 BUDGET FUND 


P. H. Byrns Says $606,000 
Will Not Last Till First 
of Year as Suggested by 
A. C. Meyers. 


The suggestion of Budget Direc- 
tor Arthur C. Meyers that the $606,- 
000 which remains in the city’s re- 
lief bond issue fund be budgeted 
so that the money would last until 
the end of the year was criticised 
yesterday by P. H. Byrns, co-ordi- 
nator of the St. Louis Releif Admin- 
istration, who said it could not be 


done without causing suffering. 

Byrns wrote Meyers that he had 
“read with amazement” the Budget 
Director’s proposal, incorporated in 
a relief appropriation bill which 
Meyers drafted for submission to 
the Board of Aldermen next Friday 
by Joseph B. Schweppe, chairman 
of the Board’s relief committee. 

“In the event your proposal is 
carried out,” Byrns wrote, “it will 
mean that from 3000 to 4000 men 
and women who are residents of 
St. Louis will be denied help during 
the cold months ahead, This will 
mean also that the present relief 
load will have to be reduced to a 
considerable extent in order to keep 
within the budget you propose. 

“T feel that your attention should 
be called to these facts before any 
arbitrary action is taken.” 


Enough Only tor Two Months. 


Byrns told Meyers, as he had told 
a citizens’ group which met last 
Tuesday at the First National Bank 
at the cali of the St. Louis Relief 
Committee, that the $606,000 re- 
maining in the relief bond issue 
fund would be sufficient only for 
October and November relief needs. 

Relief administrators are looking 
to the State for assistance when the 
Legislature meets in January, and a 
committee of St. Louisans has been 
named to draft a relief appropria- 
tion measure for prompt considera- 
tion by the Legislature, but it is 
not anticipated that any relief 
money can be expected from the 
State before March. 

From Dec. 1 through March, it is 
estimated, nearly $1,300,000 will be 
needed to meet relief needs in St. 
Louis. 

Alderman Schweppe wrote yester- 
day to Peter Kasius, director of 
United Charities, Inc., which will 
conduct a fund raising campaign in 
November for the support of more 
than 80 private charitable agencies, 
suggesting that United Charities 
seek to raise about $550,000 for the 
St. Louis Relief Administration in 
the same campaign. 


Recalls 1931 Campaign. 


He recalled that in 1931 the Com- 
munity Fund and the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee on Relief and Employment, 
the the city’s public relief agency, 
as St. Louis Relief Administration 
is now, conducted a joint campaign, 
with 25 per cent of the proceeds go- 
ing to the Citizens’ Committee. The 
committee’s share was about $550,- 
000. 
Suggesting a similar campaign 
this year, Schweppe said that it 
seemed to be “logical and the surest 
way to get the funds necessary to 
tide the relief situation over until 
the Legislature acts.” He said he 
was sure the tax paying public 
would rather “foot the bill” in this 
way rather than pay new taxes. 

United Charities, despite desperate 
efforts, has not approached in any 
campaign in recent years the goal 
it set as the minimum needed to 
ore the agencies affiliated with 
it. 

The Twenty-fifth Ward shows an 
increase of 4345, in which every 
precinct shares. 

Each of the Twenty-sixth Ward’s 
precincts contributes to its gain 
of 3100 in registration. 

There are six precincts in the 
Twenty-seventh Ward with a 
smaller registration in September 
than in June, but the ward, as a 
whole, has a gain of 2297. The 
precincts which declined are the 
Second, Fifth, Tenth, Twenty-first, 
Twenty-second and Twenty-fifth.

Public hearings, which are ex- 
pected to dwell at length on the af- 
fairs of Morgan & Co., will begin, 
it is reported here, soon after the 
presidential election in November. 
Max Lowenthal, chief investigator 
for the committee, declined to con- 
firm this report, and Lowenthal also 
refused to comment on the investi- 
gation of the Morgan firm. He has 
maintained a policy of strict secrecy 
regarding the operations of the 
committee. 

Sale That Wiped Ont Profits. 

The transaction by which the 
Morgan wiped out 1935 profits 
attracted wide attention at the time 
that it occurred. It was the sale at 
public auction of the stocks and 
bonds posted as collateral for a 
loan, said to have been $48,000,000, 
‘made to the Van Sweringen brothers 
by a group of New York bankers 
headed by the Morgan ‘firm\ 

The Van Sweringens had bor- 
rowed the money in 1929 and 1930 
when the catastrophic tumble of 
stock prices in those years threat- 
ened to wipe out their pyramided 
holdings. Under their domination, 
through the Alleghany Corpora- 
tion, their top holding company, 
were several leading railroads, in- 
cluding the Chesapeake & Ohio, 
which has _ been profitable all 
through the depression, the Mis- 
souri Pacific, the Erie and half a 
dozen others. 

The Vans, as they have long been 
familiarly known in the world of 
finance, defaulted on their note to 
the New York banks on May 1 of 
last year. Included in the collateral 
they put up for the loan were the 
Shares of the Alleghany Corpora- 
tion which carried with them dom- 
ination over the Van Sweringen 
railroad empire. 

At first, after the default, a plan 
was considered, the Post-Dispatch 
learned, whereby the collateral 
would be sold back to Cleveland 
bankers for the Van Sweringens. 
This was rejected because, it was 
feared, it would look like collusion 
and not a bona fide sale. The pub- 
lic auction was then decided upon 
so that there could be no ques- 
tion about the authenticity of the 
transaction. 

“Security Graveyard.” 

It was held at the auction rooms 
of Adrian H. Muller and Sons, 18 
Vesey street, fn the heart of the 
financial district. These rooms 
have long been famous as a “se- 
curity graveyard” and are the recog- 
nized clearing house for defaulted 
or defunct securities. The total 
realized by the auction was $4,703,- 
000 which left the banking syndi- 
cate with a loss reported at the 
time to be $43,000,000. This figure, 
it has been learned, was consider- 
ably higher than the actual loss 
because the amount of the original 
loan to the Vans was not as large 
as had been reported. 

F. A. O. Schwarz acted for the 
Morgan bank and other creditors 
at the sale. When the block . of 
stocks that included the Alleghany 
shares was put up for sale by the 
auctioneer, Schwarz bid $2,801,101. 
L. P. Ayres, acting for the Van 
Sweringens, bid $2,803,000 and the 
stocks were sold to him. 

At one time on the open market 
the 2,064,000 shares of Alleghany in- 
cluded in this lot had sold for $116,- 
643,000. At the peak of the stock 
market boom, Alleghany shares 
brought 56; the day before the sale 
they were listed at 1%. But never- 
theless the 2,064,000 shares of Al- 
leghany, whatever their cash mar- 
ket value, carried with them power 
to dominate the directorates and 
sway the policies operating 28,000 
miles of ine—a system equaled only 
by the Government-owned network 
in Russia. 

Search for Possible Strings.

The terms and conditions of the 
sale were at no time discussed with 
the Vans. 

Huge Rise in Values. 

During last year—and this makes 
the transaction even more remark- 
able—the stock interests acquired 
by the Vans through their finan- 
cial backers, Ball and ‘Tomlinscn, 
have appreciated in value to an 
extraordinary degree. This has 
been largely due to the way the 
Van Sweringen railroads have come 
back during the last year. Certain 
roads that were on the point of 
bankruptcy a year ago are now in 
a position to pay dividends on com- 
mon stock. On the basis of mar- 
ket prices a year ago, the value of 
collateral sold was not even suffi- 
cient to cover the face amount of 
the bonds included in the various 
parcels of securities. Today the 
Alleghany shares alone are said to 
have appreciated in value nearly 
$10,000,000. 

At the time of the public auction, 
Sept. 30, 1935, and later, there were 
rumors that other large interests 
were considering bidding for the 
Alleghany shares and the railroads 
they carried with them. Among 
others Frederick H. Prince, Boston 
financier and one of the four or 
five wealthiest men in America, 
was said to have contemplated go- 
ing after the Van Sweringen rail- 
road empire at the auction. But 
the fact remains that only the Vans 
themselves, through their agent and 
thanks to the friendly backing of 
Ball and ‘Tomlinson, appeared to 
bid for the prize package that con- 
tained the Alleghany shares. 

O. P. Van Sweringen Status. 

In December, 1935, Mantis J. 
Van Sweringen died, leaving his 
brother, Orris P., to struggle with 
the knotty financial problems grow- 
ing out of the Van Sweringen hold-

'Bonds Worth $53,000, to Be 
Kept Until Worth $1,000,000, 


Now Put at $15,370. 


A gift to Washington University 


in 1902 of railroad bonds with @ 


par value of $53,000 which was to 
be kept intact until it reached $1,- 


| 000,000, now has a valuation of only 


| $15,370." 


The fund, given to the university 


‘by the late Sylvester Waterhouse, 
| professor of Greek, consisted of 53 


St Louis-San Francisco Railroad 


bonds, valued at $1000 each, bear- 


ing interest at 4 per cent and ma- 
turing in 1950. Part of the gift 
was given to the university during 


‘his lifetime, and the remainder was 
‘provided for in Prof. Waterhouse 8 


will. 
Discussing the declirfe of the 


fund with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday, Joseph W. Zum- 
balen. treasurer of the university, 
said that since Prof. Waterhouse 
had indicated a preference for rail- 


'road bonds during his lifetime, the 
board of directors felt that money 


earned by the bonds should be re- 


invested in the same railroad. “The 
‘board considered it an Al invest- 
'ment,” he said. 


Bonds Down to $5566. 
After the fund reached $1,000,000" 
the will of Prof. Waterhouse pro- 
vided, the money was to be used for 


‘general expenses of the university. 


The bonds on June 30, 1935, were 


| worth only $5565, but in the recent 
'increased activity in railroad invest- 


ments has brought them up to the 


| present figure. 


“In addition to the Waterhouse 
fund, other stocks and bonds on 


'our security list have shrunk con- 


siderably in value,” Zumbalen said. 
“Some of the securities were gifts 
and others were investments by 


the Board of Directors.” 


Prof. Waterhouse was Collier Pro- 
fessor of Greek at the university 


‘from 1868 to 1901. His chair was 


‘endowed by four former students 


‘in recognition of his “fidelity, learn- 
‘ing and ability.” 


Impaired health 
caused his retirement in 1901 and 


‘he died the following year. 


He was an ardent advocate of 


|river improvement.’ For 20 years he 
‘wrote pamphlets urging Southern - 
'farmers to diversify their program 


'with Asiatic crops such as jute and 


ramie. He also wrote on Missouri's 


resources, iron manufacture, refor- 
‘estation, city parks, railroads, and 
‘the early history of St. Louis. An 
‘account of his life, written by Irv- 
‘ing Dilliard of the Post-Dispatch 
istaff, appears in the most recent 
|volume of the Dictionary of Amer- 
‘ican Biography. 


Prof. Waterhouse’s Estate. 
Prof. Waterhouse left an estate 


of $172,000, of which $25,000 went to 


Washington University. This sum, 
with previous gifts, brought the 
fund up to $53,000. At one time the 
bonds reached a value of $100,000. 

Discussing the university's funds 
in general Zumbalen said the school 
is usually in need of money because 
its activities are constantly grow- 


‘ing and no funds are received to 
|support many of the new develop- 


‘ments. “In addition,” he continued, 
i“we used to accept gifts for con- 


struction of new buildings without 
receiving anything for upkeep. We 
don’t do that today. We take gifts 
of new buildings only if they are 
accompanied by endowments for 
upkeep.”

HARRIET MONROE DIES; 
EDITOR OF “POETRY” 


Succumbs in Peru-——She Wrote 
Verse, but Was Best Known 
for Aiding Others. 


By the Associated Press, 


riet Monroe, known as the “patron 
saint of American poetry,” died to- 


was 76 years old. 


Buenos Aires as the guest of the 
Pen Club, an organization devoted 
to poetry, and afterward had gone 
to the West Coast of Peru. 

She was founder and editor of 
the magazine “Poetry,” an endowed 
publication. She wrote the “Colum- 
bian Ode,” sung by 5000 gvoices at 
the inaugural of the Worl@s Fair in 
1893. 


Career of Harriet Monroe; Helped 
Many Writers Get Start. 

While Harriet. Monrce gained rec- 
ognition for her “Columbian Ode” 
and other verse, she was best known 
for her assistance to other writers, 
many of whom became famous. 

At the time she decided on a Ca- 
reer of writing verse, after the suc- 
cess of her “Columbian Ode,” she 
‘did so in the face of widespread de- 
'rision cf poets. They were the butt 
of the quips of newspaper 
‘paragraphers, she lamented, and 
only in humorous vein did the jour- 
nal of the land mention poets or 
their work. 

“I got fighting mad!” she said. 
The result was “Poetry,” A Maga- 
zine of Verse.” 

In 1911, while art editor of the 
Chicago Tribune, she gathered a 
group of patrons to her cause as 
guarantors and started the maga- 
zine in September, 1912. By the 
grace, of those guarantors it sur- 
vived more popular publications. 

Among the names that flashed 
across its pages, some of them ap- 
pearing in print there for the first 
time, were those of Vachel Lind- 
|say, Carl Sandburg, Edgar Lee Mas- 
|ters, D. H. Lawrence and a host of 
‘others. To its pages, too, came the 
|occasional verse writer and at least 
500 poetic efforts had to be rejected 
monthly. 

Many commentators talked to 
Harriet Monroe and wrote late of 
her modesty. 

“All famous literary folk who 
visit Chicago are entertained by 
Harriet Monroe,” wrote Olive Al- 
lene White in 1930. “It is at many 
of these parties that one realizes 
her self effacement. She sits in the 
background among her poets, watch- 
ing and listening.” 

Her first literary work was done 
for Chicago newspapers while she 
was a resident of New York. These 
took the form of “Letters on Music, 
Art and the Drama.” Her first book, 
“Valeria and Other Poems,” was 
published by private subscription. 
'Many other books followed, all ex- 
‘cept one poetry. The exception was 
a biography of her - brother-in-law, 
John Wellborn Root, who was first 
ee of the Columbian Exposi- 
ion,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26. — In- 
dustrial production for the week 
ended Sept. 19, the Commerce De- 
partment reports, did not change 
significantly from relatively high 
levels which have been maintained 
since August. Steel production for 
the week was set at 73 per cent 
of capacity, or about the same 4s 
the August peak. 


The Commerce Department re- 
ports that chain drug store sales 
during August were down 2 per 
cent from July but were 1.5 per 
cent over the same month a year 
ago. The greatest gain over Aug- 
ust, 1935, was shown in fountain 
sales, which were 10.2 per cent 
higher. 


Shipments of galvanized range

WESTBURY, N. Y., Sept. 26.— 
Argentina’s wild riding “Four 
Horsemen,” mounted on their famed 
steeds from the Land of ‘the 
Pampa, battered and shattered all 
tradition today as they rode away 
with the cherished Americas Cup, 
emblem of international team polo 
supremacy.

Adver- 
tisements appear in these publi-, 
cations inviting you to make your 
wagers with this or that firm. 

As sports editor, this writer has 
received offers of “football rat- 
ings” from several sources, all of 
which very frankly admit that 
the betting interest in football is 
such that “no newspaper can af- 
ford not to carry football ratings” 
or tips, in other words.

In 16 states new home construc- 
tion represented 40 per cent of all 
mortgages accepted for insurance 
by the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration as of Aug. 31, according to 
Assistant Administrator Arthur 
Walsh in Washington, D. C. 

Some of the leading states in new 
construction and their percentages 
are as follows: 

Florida’s insurance of mortgages 
on new home construction averaged 
61.43 per cent of the state’s total 
business; Idaho, 55.78 per cent; Wis- 
consin, 55.73 per cent; New’ York, 
54.95 per cent; New Mexico, 49.62 
per cent; Mississippi, 49.02 per cent; 
Texas, 48.40 per cent; Connecticut, 
47.35 per cent; North Carolina, 44.30 
per cent; Montana, 43.68 per cent;

The living room is a good-sized 
one whose chief attraction is its 
picture window, which looks out on 
a broad expanse of valley.

Meals here 
should be leisurely occasions, since 
the view here is likewise over the 
valley. The architect suggested ex- 
posed rafters stained dark for this 
porch, because he visualized a col- 
orful decoration of strings of onions 
and peppers to give country atmos- 
phere. The wood trim in the living 
and dining rooms is stained a honey 
color and waxed.

OTH bedrooms have two ex- 
Bposures, which insure excellent 
cross ventilation. Here the 
wood trim is painted and the walls 
are of tinted plaster which may be 
papered or painted later. The kitch- 
en has specially designed cabinets 
for storage and work. The floor is 
covered with linoleum. The bath- 
room has a ceramic tile floor with 
mat glaze and tile wainscoting. 

Windows in the bedrooms are 

double hung and . provided with 
shutters which insure privacy. Win- 
dow sills throughout the house are 
of tile. Gutters and downspouts are 
copper and all doors are the six- 
panel colonial type. Finish hard- 
ware is bronze and lighting fixtures 
conform with the colonial tone of 
the house. 
, The entrance porch has side 
trellises and built-in benches. The 
door here is not recessed and has 
a glazed upper section with a pan- 
eled lower portion. The storage 
closet on the first floor is com- 
pletely cedar lined. The entire 
house is insulated and weather 
stripped. 

There is a fully excavated base- 
ment with rooms for storage, heat- 
ing plant and coal bins. The base- 
ment areas are precast half circles 
set in six inches of gravel, which 
allows accumulated water to drain 
into the ground.

Sow Perennials 
Now for Early 
Bloom Next Year 


Perennial seed should be planted 
as soon as possible if you are to 
have seedlings to set out this fall. 
Next season seems a long way off 
to be preparing for during these 
hot weeks, but the job isn’t a diffi- 
cult one, and it will repay you many 
times the effort you put forth now. 

In making a bed for perennial 


seed take precautions to protect the 
tiny shoots from the sun and hot 
winds. If you have a cold frame, 
which is not in use, it will serve 
nicely until they have grown enough 
to stand transplanting. The sides 
will protect from some of the sun, 
and most of the wind, and if you 
construct a lattice from ordinary 
plaster slats, placing them about 
two inches apart, and then setting 
on top of the frame, the danger of 
too much sun will be eliminated.

If the frame was used last spring, 


certainly will need much cleaning.

Conflict, in Which Missouri and 
Kansas National Guard Units 
Took Part, Lasted to Oct. 1. 

The six-day period which began 
yesterday, Sept. 26 to Oct. 1, inclu- 
sive, is the eighteenth anniversary 
of the battle of the Argonne, in 
which St. Louis volunteer troops of 
the 138th Infantry and other Mis- 
souri and Kansas National Guard 
units of the Thirty-fifth Division 
saw their most active fighting of 
the World War, and sustained heavy 
losses. 

The advance begun early on the 
morning of Sept. 26, 1918, against 
the mass of barbed wire and ma- 
chine-gun emplacements composing 
the Hindenburg line. The especial 
task of the 138th, the taking of the 
town of Cheppy, was accomplished 
on the first day of the offensive. 
There were many casualties, includ- 
ing the death of Capt. Alexander 
Rives Skinker, under circumstances 
of such heroism that the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor was award- 
ed to him posthumously. 

On this and the subsequent days 
of the drive several other St. Louis 
officers and many enlisted men 
were killed. For the Thirty-fifth

With Caramel 
Rules Offered Include Two 
for. Caramel Sponge and 


Pecan Pie.

ARAMEL desserts are always 
(F welcomed with acclaim, and so 

we feel sure that you will soon 
try out the new and delicious car- 
amel recipes offered here. 

As both the carmel sponge and 
the caramel pecan pie owe theiy 
all to caramelized sweetened con- 
densed milk, we will lead off with 
the basic recipe. To caramelize the 
milk, place one or more unopened 
cans in a'kettle of boiling water 
and boil for three hours. Be sure 
to keep the cans well, covered with 
water. 

Several cans may be caramelized 
at the same time and kept 
unopened on the pantry shelf, until 
needed, The caramel may then be 
served with whipped cream . or 
stewed or fresh fruit for a delici- 
ous dessert. It should be chilled 
for an hour or so before opening. 

Now for the caramel sponge, 
which calls for one tablespoon 
granulated gelatin soaked in one- 
quarter cup cold water for five 
minutes. Then dissolve in one cup 
boiling water. Chill. When cold 
and slightly thickened, beat with 
rotary egg beater until light and_| 
fluffy. Add caramelized sweet- 
ened condensed milk, using one 
cup. Also add one-half teaspoon 
vanilla. Blend well. Pour into 
sherbet glasses. Place in refrigera- 
tor to chill. Garnish with whipped 
cream. 

—-O-0-— 

FOR THE PIE blend one can 
caramelized, sweetened condensed 
milk with one-quarter cup hot cof- 
fee until smooth. Cool. Pour into 
baked pie shell. Cover with one 
cup finely-chopped pecars. Spread 
with whipped cream. Chill before 
serving. 

Right here is surely as good a 
place as any to repeat the receipe 
for caramel custard, and to give 
a nice variation on that sweet 
theme. For the custard, caramel- 
ize two-thirds 
placing it in a heavy shallow pan. 
Melt over moderate heat, stirring 
constantly until melted to a light 
brown syrup. Add gradually to 
four cups scalded milk. Be careful 


that milk doesn’t boil up and bub- | 


ble over. 

As soon as sugar is melted in 
milk, add mixture to five eggs, 
slightly beaten, and one-quarter 
cup sugar, one-half teaspoon § salt 
and one teaspoon vanilla. Strain 
into a buttered mold. Bake like bak- 
ed custard. 

If desired, replace one-quartar 
cup milk by same quantity fresh, 
hot coffee. When chilled serve 
with caramel sauce made by cara- 
melizing one cup sugar and add- 
ing slowly one cup boiling water. 
Boil six minutes. Cool. One-quar- 
ter cup clear coffee may replace 
part of water.

a successful and different dessert. 
Thus she will erase the memory cof 
any dish that wasn’t quite as good 
as she expected it to be. Her guests 
will overlook the soup that is a 
failure, the roast that is a flop, the 
salad that is a shambles in the 
crowning glory of a really perfect 
dessert such as peach frost. Of 
course, we don’t for one second 
mean that first, second or third 
courses should be ignored because 
there is to be a wonderful dessert. 


-But let’s get on with that recipe. 


Mash one cup. sliced, riped 
peaches and let stand with one- 
third cup sugar, three tablespoons 
white corm syrup and one-quarter 
teaspoon salt. Add one teaspoon 
gelatin to one-quarter cup water to 
soften; dissolve over hot water, add 
one tablespoon lemon juice and 
combine with sliced peaches. Pour 
into freezing trays of automatic 
refrigerator. Freez* to a mush, 
then stir mixture from sides and 
bottom of tray. Fold in one cup 
whipping cream, beaten stiff, and 
freeze. 

For rice mold with caramel cus- 
tard, steam three-quarters cup rice 
with two cups milk and one tea- 
spoon salt, in double boiler for 
about 45 minutes or until rice 1s 
tender. Put in custard cups to 
mold; chill and turn into individual 
dishes, Surround with sliced ripe 
bananas and soft carame! custard. 
To make the latter, caramelize one- 
half cup sugar by stirring over low 
fire until melted. Add to two cups 
scalded milk, stir until dissolved, 
then add to two tablespoons flour 
mixed with two beaten egg yolks. 
Cook in double boiler about 10 
minutes, stirring constantly until 
firm and thick. Add one-half tea- 
spoon vanilla. 

For a parfait that is really par- 
fait, we recommend a date-pine- 
apple dish, a perfect end to any 
dinner. Mix one crushed pineapple 
with one cup quartered marshmal- 
lows, one cup macaroon crumbs 
and one cup chopped dates. Place 
in refrigerator for two hours to 
chill, then fold in one cup whip- 
ping cream and chill again for one 
hour. Serve in sherbet or parfait 
glasses and top with a maraschino 
cherry or nut meats for a delicious 
dessert.

No course in the menu omits a service 
for fruit. Deliciously tempting appetizers 
may blend several fruit flavors.

Pineapple Pear Eclairs 


One cup water. 

One-half cup butter. 

One cup sifted flour. 

Four eggs, unbeaten. 

Place water and butter in a large, heavy 
saucepan and heat to boiling point. When 
vigorously boiling, add flour all at once 
and beat hard. A smooth ball of dough 
will be formed which leaves the sides of 
the pan. Turn into mixing bowl and add 
eggs one at a time, mixing thoroughly aft- 
er each addition. Continue beating until 
mixture is thick and shiny. Place mix- 
ture in pastry bag and make strips of 
the dough (one inch wide by four and 
one-half inches long) on an ungreased 
cooky sheet. Leave at least two inches 
between each eclair. Bake in a hot oven 
(400 degrees F.) for 10 minutes, then re- 
duce heat to moderate (350 degrees F.) 
for 20 minutes. Yield: approximately 12 
eclairs. 

Filling 

Two and one-quarter 
juice. 

Three-quarters cup sugar. 

Three-eighths teaspoon salt. 

Four and one-half tablespoons 
starch. 

' Three egg yolks, beaten. 

One and one-half cups chopped fresh 
pears. 

Heat pineapple juice to boiling. Add 
combined sugar, salt and cornstarch and 
cook until thick and smooth, about 10 
minutes. Stir constantly. Stir mixture 
into egg yolks and cook two or three 
minutes longer.

One and one-half cups orange juice. 

One-half cup granulated sugar. 

One-half tablespoon gelatin. 

Two tablespoons water. 

One cup whipping cream.

Combine orange juice and granulated 
sugar, stirring until dissolved.

Two and one-half pounds ham (in one 
slice). 

One-half cup brown sugar. 

Peel, halve and core pears. Combine 
water, sugar, lemon juice and rind and 
ginger and cook five minutes.

Place 
ham in large casserole, rub well with 
brown sugar and pour one-quarter cup 
of the pear syrup around it. Bake 20 
minutes in a moderate oven (350 degrees 
F.), basting frequently. Arrange pear 
halves around ham and continue baking 
for 20 to 25 minutes longer. Yield: six 
portions. 


Peach Snow 


One cup powdered sugar. 
One cup fresh peach pulp. 
One egg white. 

Dash of salt. 


One package of orange-flavored gela- 
tin. 

Three-quarters cup water. 

Custard sauce. 

Combine powdered sugar, peach pulp, 
egg white and salt and beat with a ro 
tary beater until mixture is thick and 
creamy. Dissolve gelatin in water in top 
of double boiler.

One and one-half cups milk.

One-half teaspoon vanilla. 
- Scald milk in top of double boiler. Beat 
together eggs, sugar and salt, Stir in 
scalded milk and return to double boiler. 
Cook, stirring constantly, until mixture 
coats a spoon. Remove from heat and 
flavor with vanilla. Yield: one and one- 
half cups sauce. “ 


Rice Peach Fritters 


One cup uncooked peach pulp. 

Two cups cooked rice. 

One cup fine cracker crumbs. 

Three tablespoons melted shortening. 

One-half cup tart jelly. 

Combine peach pulp and rice. Shape 
into small flat cakes. Roll in cracker 
crumbs and fry on both sides in melted 
shortening. Remove from pan, dot each 
with a spoonful of jelly and serve as a 
meat accompaniment. Yield: 12 fritters. 
Finely chopped oranges, cranberries or 
apples may be substituted for the peaches. 


Peanut Butter Banana Shortcake 


One-quarter cup peanut butter. 
One cup granulated sugar. 
Three eggs, well beaten. 

One cup sifted cake flour. 
One teaspoon baking powder. 
One-quarter teaspoon salt. 


One-half cup cold water. 

One cup whipping cream. 

Six bananas, sliced. 

Cream peanut butter and blend in 
sugar. Add eggs, beating until well 
mixed. Mix and sift together flour, »ak- 
ing powder and salt. Add to first mix- 
ture alternately with water. Bake in 
greased (eight-inch) layer pans in a mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees F.) for 20 min- 
utes. Whip cream until it begins to 
thicken and hold its shape. Arrange ba- 
nana slices on each layer of cake, top 
with whipped cream and put together. 
Yield: six portions. 

Nectarine Pineapple Marmalade 

Four cups coarsely chopped pineapple. 

Five and one-half cups sugar. 

Three and one-half cups sliced necta- 
rines. 

Combine pineapple with three and one- 
half cups of the sugar and allow to stand 
in a cold place overnight. Then add 
nectarines and remaining sugar and cook 
slowly until mixture thickens. This will 
take about two hours. Cover with a thin 
layer of paraffin and allow to stand un- 
til cold.

Two teaspoons baking powder.

One-half teaspoon nutmeg. 

Two cups blueberries.

Hard Boiled Egg Soup 

O four cups of chicken stock, 

made from the left-over chicken 

bones or using canned chicken 
broth, add three tablespoons of 
lemon juice. Thicken with one 
rounded tablespoon of cornstarch 
which has been dissolved in a lit- 
tle of the cold stock. Cook three 
eggs hard. Carefully remove the 
yolks and press through a ricer 
into the hot soup. Season to taste. 
Garnish each, serving with rings of 
the whites of eggs sliced thin and a 
little minced parsley. 


Breast of Veal 

Have a breast of veal cut in two- 
inch pieces. Salt and pepper and 
dredge with flour. Brown in butter 
on one side. Cover with a thin 
layer of onions which have been 
chopped fine. Turn and brown on 
the other side, being careful not to 
let the onions burn. Add water to 
cover. Cover pan tightly and let 
simmer for one and a half hours. 
Drop the mushroom dumplings by 
spoonfuls on top of the meat and 
cover tightly and let steam 15 to 20 
minuts. 


Mushroom Dumplings |

moistening, cooling and nourishing 
faculty of it, of singular efficacy.”

Bread made only of the branny 
part of the meal “doth sooner 
descend and move the belly—where- 
fore for those are are healthy and 
yet subject to costiveness, and also 
for such as would not wax grosse, 
it is most profitable.”

IN OTHER things he advises 
moderation, as is proper for a hy- 
gienist—in drink, in changing diets 
to rapidly, in not getting too fat, 
in late hours, in exercise, in get- 
ting enough sleep. 
With the precepts to moderation, 
no hygienist, in fact no human 
being, can differ. Undoubtedly they 
make for a happier, more comfort- 
able, more wholesome life. But 
whether they prolong life, I doubt, 
if even those who want to live long 
the most entirely believe them. And 
if they really believe in these pre- 
cepts they would practice them. 
The real facts about long life 
are those we are suggesting in an- 
other article. If you .gathered a 
thousand people 90 years old to- 
gether, you would find that they 
were about equally divided between 
vegetarians and meat-eaters,  tee- 
totalers and alcohol-users, smokers 
and abstainers, sleepers and in- 
somniacs, tea hounds, coffee hounds 
and let-alones, pedestrians and sit- 
by-the-fires. The only thing they

The Wine Makers of Hermann. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE picturesque town of Hermann, 

Mo.. with its unmistakable imprint of 
the Rhine of old Germany, in celebrating 
ite centennial lately, called attention to its 
wine industry of bygone days, but little 
was said to reveal with what fine inspira- 
tion its grape growers and wine makers 


worked. After all, it was the quality and 
not the quantity that made its wines 
equa] to the finest in Europe, eagerly 
sought by the New York wine trade. 


Nowhere in this country was the fine 


highest state of smell and taste devel- 
oped as at Hermann, And when exist- 
ing varieties of grapes failed to meet the 
exacting demands of those astute pio- 
neers, they tackled plant breeding to cre- 
ate the grapes of their dreams. Now 
plant breeding is so intricate, so uncer- 
tain af exact measurement, that today It 
fe rarely undertaken by individuals. 

Yet Hermann and the outlying grape 
district had men equal to the occasion. 
Nicholas Grein created his famous Mis- 
souri Riesling varieties and Jacob Rom- 
mell brought from his hybrids Elvira, a 
wine grape that reached the pinnacle of 
popularity in due time. George Husmann, 
who later became chief viticulturist for 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, and his neighbors, put the then un- 
tried Virginia seedling through rigid tests 
and found it supreme for making a rich, 
red wine.

é6 HE military feature of the year was 
T the increased effort made by the Pow- 
ers of the world in preparation for 
war. ... Smaller countries as well set their 
houses in order for a struggle that all ap- 
peared to regard as imminent... . That war 
was inevitable was regarded as a common- 
place in France.” 

One might suppose those words to be a 
summary of 1936; actually, they are taken 
from an annual published at the end of 1913. 
And some six months after they were writ- 
ten, the inevitable had arrived; the struggle 
thus foreshadowed was devastating Western 
civilization. 

Today, as the German two-year service de- 
cree is duly answered by a billion-dollar 
French program of rearmament, as the Brit- 
ish strain themselves again—just as they did , 
with Mr. Churchill’s budgets in 1912 and 1913 
—to provide fresh naval and air fleets, the 
parallel with the earlier year is too grisly to 
be escaped. 

It was in March, 1913, just as Mr. Wilson 
was riding triumphantly to his first inaugu- 
ration, and while the shock of the Balkan 
wars was reverberating, as with Ethiopia 
and Spain today, through the chancelleries, 
that there came the great French and Ger- 
man army increases. The German army had 
been increased the year before; with the 1913 
law, it was brought up further to a peace 
strength of some 830,000 men. 

France simultaneously increased her term 
of service from two to three years, to give 
a peace strength of some 670,000. Belgium 
tightened her belt and increased her force 
of effectives; Holland reorganized her army; 


Russia and Austria pushed armament plans 
already undertaken and the British were 
preparing to send new dreadnoughts down 
the Ways at the rate of one “every 45 days.” 

The 1913 laws were to put a total of more 
than 4,000,000 men under arms in Europe; 
and commentators wondered how much 
longer the Continent could stagger under so 
vast an economic burden. Today, despite all 
the costly “labor-saving” machinery since in- 
troduced into the production of slaughter, 
Europe wil! soon have more than 5,000,000 
armed men in barracks, exclusive of the re- 
serve armies, and though the grim face of 
bankruptcy is nearer to all the great Powers 
by far than in 1913, nobody minds. 

There are other differences. The military 
laws of 1913 were passed through talkative 
and often critical parliaments, and in France 
met a strenuous Socialist opposition. Now, 
everywhere save in France and England, the 
dictator merely scribbles his signature, and 
may or may not decide to tell his propa- 
ganda ministry about it afterward. 

On the other hand, nobody now bothers 
to hazard a guess that a war may be “im- 
minent” or “inevitable”’—such ideas have be- 
come the merest commonplace of the daily 
newspaper—and that is, perhaps, the strong- 
est reason of all for hoping that it will not 
come. In 1913, there were only a few to 
foresee the end or confess their “uneasi- 
ness”; there were none to imagine how ap- 
palling that end would be. Now we know.

Getting Foreign Currency. 

The German purchases in those 
countries often appear’ superflu- 
ous. Thus for the last 
Germany bought up the hazel-nut 
and fig crops of Turkey. Raisins 
were purchased in Greece. These 
delicacies cannot reach the Ger- 
man dinner table, as even com- 
modities like butter are vetoed 


there by Gen. Goering. They were 


bought 30 per cent above the mar- 
ket price; they were sold at or be- 
low the market price in Rotter- 
dam and London, and thus con- 
verted into currency with which 
raw materials could be bought in 
countries which have no clearing 
system with Germany, Turkey and 
Greece are paid through a clear- 
ing (that is, in kind); United States 
copper or Brazilian rubber, how- 
ever, must be paid in gold. The

Developing Raw Materials. 


Another feature of the Schacht 
scheme is the development of raw 
material deposits in those coun- 
tries. Yugoslavia and Bulgaria, 
for example, have undeveloped 
copper and zinc deposits. Why' not 
exploit them and obtain copper 
against clearing, instead of dear 
currencies? And the German sys- 
tem works! As a high authority 
in Bulgaria finance pointed out, it 
is essential to respect a customer 
who pays such a high price. It is 
true that the industrial products 
sold by Germany are also 10 to 12 
per cent above the market price, 
but this can be tolerated in the in- 
terest of a safe market. On public 
contracts in these countries Ger- 
many is willing to underbid any- 
body, as this difference is being 
paid from a national export sub- 
sidy fund. 

At the same time, all 
countries, even Bulgaria and 
Greece, where pro-German §senti- 
ment is strongest at present, real- 
ize that this is only a makeshift 
arrangement for the crisis years. 
They feel and even know that

anxious, therefore, not to lose old 
customers.

GUARDING OF KING EDWARD 
HARD JOB FOR VIENNA POLICE 


During Recent Visit He Spoiled 
All Plans by Driving in 
Auto Alone.

VIENNA, Sept. 26.—Vienna po- 
lice say King Edward VIII of Eng- 
land is the most difficult man in 
Europe to follow and to protect 
adequately. 

In Vienna he stays at the Hotel 
Bristol, always occupying a suite 
facing the imposing State Opera 
Building and overlooking 
famous Ringstrasse. On his latest 
visit the King indicated he would 
leave the hotel in tke course of 
an afternoon to visit the British 
legation.

ITALIAN INFANTRY TO GARRY 
ITS OWN LIGHT ARTILLERY 


Accompanying Battery of Two-Inch 
Pieces to Go Within 600 Yards 
of Enemy Lines. 

ROME, Sept. 26.—Mussolini ts 
providing the infantry with light 
artillery such as no infantry has 
had before. 

Armed Forces, official organ of 
the army, has just announced an 
outline of the development. 

It says that each regiment of 
infantry will have an accompany- 
ing battery of two-inch field pieces, 
served by artillerymen, capable of 
accompanying the infantry up to 
600 yards from the enemy lines. 

Each regiment also will have 27 
mortars of one and a half-inch 
caliber, nine to a battalion, capable 
of reaching enemy arms anywhere 
between 150 and 1500 yards. The 
mortars can be carried on the in- 
fantry’s shoulders.

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‘How to TELL 
a FAKE From 
an OLD 
MASTER 


Arthur Pillans Laurie, 
Noted Expert, Describes His 
Methods of Determining 
Scientifically the 
Authenticity of a Painting.

ROBABLY the most 
exalted group of 
scientific sleuths in 

the world—the Brit- 

ish Medico-Legal So- 
clety — sat up and 
took notice at a re- 

cent meeting when it 

—— heard the secrets of a 
——= master-detective on 
the trail of fake “old masters.” 

Few outsiders could provoke more 
than a yawn from that distinguished 
gathering. Its members not merely 
know and practice, every day, the ulti- 
mate in ecientific crime detection, but 
in considerable measure invented it. 
But this guest had something to tell 
them which would make the methods 
of Sherlock Holmes seem antiquated, 
ineffectual, even unimaginative by 
comparison. 

In the place of the familiar pocket 
magnifier of the story-book detective 
he uses a Jena-made binocular micro- 
scope; for the “dark lantern’’ of noc- 
turnal excursions from Baker street 
he substitutes an ultra-violet hand- 
lamp, or perhaps the X-ray; in his 
real-life detective story there is a 
place for the hypodermic needle, but 
not in the way that Conan’ Doyle’s 
moody hero used it. 

He is Arthur Pillans Laurie, famous 
chemist, educator and authority on 
the methods and materials of artists 
from the present day all the way back 
to the rock drawings of the cave man; 
editor of an encyclopedia on home 
education and author of many vol- 
umes on chemistry and art; principal 
for 28 years of Heriot-Watt College at 
Edinburgh, professor of chemistry to 
the Royal Academy since 1912 and 
star witness in a dozen ‘“historic’’ 
cases involving the validity of old mas- 
ters and many thousands of dollars. 

His methods, as reported in the cur- 
rent issue of the Medico-Legal and 
Criminological Review, range from 
such simple and common-sense devices 
as photographing known and sus- 
pected “old masters” and turning the 
photographs upside down, to complex 
and minute studies of many pigments 
——in a particle one-twenty-fifth of an 
inch in diameter—that require the 
most delicate of laboratory instru- 
ments, the most precise of labo- 
ratory techniques. The glass funnel of 
ordinary filtration processes becomes a 
glass tube drawn out fine, his scales 
are sensitive to one-five-millionth of 
an ounce, and a platinum crucible a 
quarter-inch wide and a quarter-inch 
deep is used only for the “coarser” op- 
erations. 

“You all know the difficulty in pre- 
paring a case which will stand cross- 
examination and will convince the 
jury and judge,”’ he told the Medico- 
Legal Society, ‘‘and in the matter of 
pictures, it is very difficult. 

“Usually in a picture case one ex- 
pert goes into the witness-box and 
says a picture is a fine example of the 
work of Sir Joshua Reynolds, while 
another says it is a miserable daud 
and not like his work at all. You do 
not know which of them is lying: they 
are both said to be great experts and 
they are only giving opinions.” And 
hence, the chemist explained, his aim 
was to produce evidence that, without 
recourse to mere opinion, would en- 
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able judge and 
jury to see for 
themselves 
which was right. 

His first step 
in obtaining such 
evidence, relates 
Professor Lau- 
rie, is to go over 
the whole sur- 
face of the ques- 
tioned picture 
with a -micro- 
scope. [If he finds paint covering 
cracks in the layer below, then he 
knows the upper layer was added af- 
ter the original painting. So, also, he 
is able to spot fake signatures of the 
masters when they have been added to 
old paintings by modern sharpers. 

Under a microscope with a magni- 
fication of 60 diameters, Professor 
Laurie is able to distinguish most 
modern paints from the coarsely 
ground pigments in earlier use, but for 
positive identification he resorts to 
“the beautiful methods of micro- 
chemical analysis."’ 

If only a surface pigment need be 
identified, he obtains a sample, with- 
out visible damage to the picture, by 
scraping off a minute particle with a 
hypodermic needle—ground down and 
resharpened, for the ordinary hypo- 
dermic needle is too flexible. But per- 
haps he suspects that the various lay- 
ers Of paint were laid on centuries 
apart, and he must identify each in or- 
der, just as it lies on the canvas.

needle; in fact, he has boxes of 
them already prepared so that he can 
send them to distant museums and his 
agents there can take samples for his 
laboratory.

which the head of an old lady was painted on top of it. The X-ray shadowgraph shows 
the one beneath the other. 


purchase a newspaper ‘‘discovered”’ 
another “signature,’”’ and some experts 
proclaimed that it was only a studio 
figure study, dressed up by some 
eighteenth-century faker who had 
added a Cupid. 

Professor Laurie got a chance to ex- 
amine it, with pigment samples, when 
a militant suffragette slashed it with 


a knife. One point was that the Cupid 


holding the mirror had a blue ribbon, 
while a bit of drapery at the waist of 
Venus wae green. His examination 
showed both were blue; the drapery 
looked green only because some clean- 
er had left an old brown varnish over 
it, and had cleaned ,the Cupid more 
thoroughly. Both blues were a mix- 


ture of the same pigments: smalt, 
which came into use about 1600, the 
year after Velasquez was born, and 
azurite, which went out in 1650, 10 
years before he died. 

That dated the picture in his life- 
time, and it showed that the Cupid 
had been painted at the same time as 
the Venus. It did not demonstrate that 
he was the painter. But, says Professor 
Laurie, while a mediocre painter may 
use his brush without character, vary- 
ing his stroke uncertainly from paint- 
ing to painting and a dozen times in 
the same picture—simply because he 
does not know what he is about—the 
brush work of a master is as individ- 
ual as his handwriting, and the micro-

scope reveals it 
unmistakably. 

A comparison 
of photographs 
taken under the 
microscope 
showed that the 
brush work was 
the same on the 
Cupid as on 
the Venus. He 
took a magnified 
photograph of 
Cupid’s ribbon, and then he took a 
similar detail in a known Velasquez— 
the portrait of Philip IV in the Nation- 
al Gallery — cut up the two photo- 
graphs, and showed by doing it that 
they could be pasted together so that 
the brush marks on the one formed a 
symmetrical continuation, without a 
break, of the brush marks on the 
other. 

‘‘We have, therefore,” he points out, 
“proved that it was painted in the 
time of Velasquez, and that it was 
painted all at one time. And also 
that the man who handled the brush 
and painted the ribbon over the mir- 
ror was the one who handled the 
brush and painted the portrait of 
Philip. 

“It is a demonstration that the pic- 
ture came from the studio of Velas- 
quez as we see it today, and it shows 
how we can build up evidence from 
examination of a picture without 
any question of connoisseurship at 
all,’’ 


about the artist’s technique in 
the case of the Rokeby Venus. 
One was that Velasquez had painted it 
on a priming of white lead, and cov- 
ered that with a priming of red ochre 
except where he wanted to place the 
figure of Venus. The refractive index of 
the linseed oil in which he mixed his 
pigments would rise with age, so that 
’ they would become more translucent. 
Hence the Venus would stand out 
more and more 
vigorously as the 
tone went up 
in pigments ap- 
plied directly over 
the white, while 
the surrounding 
details, painted 
over the ochre, 
would be more 
and more subordi- 
nated as their 
tone went down. 
This tendency 
of the oil gave 
Professor Laurie 
another key to the 
date of paintings, 
though not infal- 
lible without sup- 
porting evidence. 
He never fails now 
to measure the re- 
fractive index and 
check it against a 
comparative study 
of the oils in 
Paintings of 
known date going 
back for centuries. 
Similarly, he al- 
Ways uses his ul- 
tra-violet lantern 
to discover re- 
painting. In ultra- 
violet photographs

H E MADE some curious findings 


an old picture usually, he says, comes 
out black. But, like the refractive ip. 
dex, that is not infallible: ‘‘The fina! 
reliable test is examination under the 
microscope.”’ 

Professor Laurie showed the Med- 
ico-Legal Society a painting of a head. 
and then an X-ray photograph disclos- 
ing the shadow of another painting 
beneath. He said an artist could trace 
out the whole outline of the original, 
a postman delivering a letter 

The most sensational mystery 
cleared up by that method was the 
discovery, in the Edinburgh Nationa! 
Gallery, of the lost portrait by Franz 
Hals of a public-house crony, Verdo- 
inck. 


ALS was known to have painted 
H Verdoinck holding a jaw bone. 

in reference to a jocular threat 
to slay any barrel-room opponent 
“with the jaw bone of an ass.’ In the 
National Gallery was a painting by 
Franz Hals of a man holding a wine 
glass. X-rays showed that beneath 
the glass was the jaw bone, painted 
over by some bewildered restorer who 
could not quite figure it out. 

Professor Laurie is fascinated by 
the persistence of characteristic brush 
work in the masters. He has written 
a whole volume about the brush work 
of Rembrandt. Even the pocket 
‘“‘glass’’ of Sherlock would be enough 
to show means of identification not 
discernible by the unaided eye, but 
obvious, he says, with a magnifica- 
tion of two diameters. Thus a “very 
skillful” Watteau copy was shown up 
at once by a comparison of the brush 
work in magnified photographs of 4 
face in the copy and the correspond- 
ing face in the original. And Profes- 
sor Laurie fitted together magnified 
photographs of detail in Rembrandt's 
“Good Samaritan,” painted in 1633; 
his ;“Woman Taken in Adultery,” 
1644, and his “Titus,’’ 1657, so that 
they appear as though from a single 
painting: ‘Rembrandt's brush work 
from 1633 to the time he was old 
had never changed.”’ 

He keeps magnified photographs of 
comparative details on his mantel 
piece in rows, and ‘gradually,’ bé¢ 
says, ‘‘they tell one things. It is the 
scientific method of isolation and com 
parison. 

“It is rather like literature; «re# 
men have their peculiar expret 
sions, great artists have their charac 
teristic brush work, whereas the sec 
ond-rate man has not.”” On such evi 
dence he contends that a portrait is 
the National Gallery, signed and still 
accredited as a Rembrandt, was really 
done by Flinck, who tried in the ma* 
ter’s studio to imitate his brush wor*.

Carl Sandburg, 
peering out from un- 
der his black-visored 
cap like a traffic po- 
liceman, wearing his 
coat about his shoul- 
ders like a cape and 
stalking forward like 
another Ibsen in the 
streets of Christiana— 
Carl, come in for a bite 
to eat and a cup of cof- 
fee and to listen rather 
than talk”’. .. ‘‘Carl 
Sandburg, ‘just quiet 
and vast and fine, a 
wonder to sit beside 
and yet never saying 
anything.’ ”’ 
Of all the half- 
glimpses caught in the 
books of other men, 
perhaps the most re- 
vealing is a sentence 
from a study by an as- 
sociate professor of 
English, intended as a 
stricture, not without 
validity, and yet 
hardly to be read without a chuckle: 
“The imaginative world which we 
enter through the door of Sandburg’'s 
poetry is scarcely more poetic than 
the actual world—I mean that it is 
scarcely more select or exclusive, 
scarcely less scrappy and jumbled.”’ 
Sandburg’s recent book is called 
“The People, Yes,’’ and critics say it 
sets up a milestone in his growth. He 
always writes about the people, never 
about himself. But through what he 
writes one may see the author. And 
some of his lines might be of interest 
to the professor: 
“The best book is the world.”’ 
“. . . The most detestable word in 


is indorsed by the 
American Federa- 
tion of Labor and 
Lasser stoutly main- 
tains it supports no 
political party al- 
though he is a §So- 
clalist and ran for 
Congress on that 
party’s ticket in the 
1932 election. He 
expects to run for 
Congress again in 
the next election. 
Averring that 
only a donkey re- 
fuses to change its 
mind, Lasser is not 
hidebound by tra- 
dition or eternal al- 
legiance to any po- 
litical group. He 
voted for Hoover in 
1928 because, being 
a graduate of the 
Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, 
he had faith in a 
fellow engineer. 
This faith was 
badly shaken, how- 
ever, and in 1932 
Lasser swung to the 
Socialist cause of 
Norman Thomas and 
will probably remain 
among his support- 
ers indefinitely. But 
he is not inclined to 
enter lengthy polit- 
ical controversies. 
He likes to impress 
interviewers with 
the fact that he is the leader of an 
important labor movement designed to 
help all people in trouble and con- 
stantly reiterates that his labor or- 
ganization has no connection with the

Sandburg is as much of the people 
as his book, or as the Lincoln about 
whom he has already turned out two 
volumes of bed-rock erudition and 
bed-rock simplicity. He was born in 
Galesburg, Illinois,~January 6, 1878, 
son of a railroad blacksmith from 
Asposoken, Northern Sweden, and the 
beginnings of his monumental! ‘‘Lin- 
coln’’ were dedicated to his parents as 
laborers on the prairie. At 13 he was 
driving a milk wagon. He became a 
porter in a barber shop and there be- 


has charge of 600 
locals in 42 states. 
The structure was 
started March 2, 
1935, and shows a 
lusty growth in a 
year and a half. Its 
constituents, o f 
course, are unem- 
ployed and relief 
workers. 
- The main object of 
the Worker's Alli- 
ance is to demand 
better standards of 
relief and. higher 
' wages. It also takes 
up the grievances of 
relief workers and 
fights for a worker's 
reclassification when 
such is deserved. 
Lasser also be- 
comes indignant 
when he hears of 
project workers who 
are obliged to travel 
many miles to work and wants the 
minimum relief wages tod be $45 a 
month instead of the $19 that was 
specified when the WPA was brought 
into existence. 

Lasser first became interested in the 
unemployment and relief problem 
when he was. introduced to the Work- 
ers’ Committee on Unemployment in 
New York City and in 1933 he be- 
came the city chairman. He has 
headed various Eastern groups of un- 
employed and was top man at the na- 
tional convention of the unemployed 
March 2, 1935. It is known that the 
majority of the members of the Work- 
er’s Alliance prefer to back a Farmer- 
Labor party, but no pressure is 
brought to bear upon them to support 
this political faction. 


Lasser set his first important 


came acquainted with—and lost his

Congressmen; a Galesburg Congress- 
man died and Carl shined the shoes of 
the 30 or 40 who came from Washing- 
ton for the funeral. 
He worked a while in the brickyard

He went to Puerto Rico with the 
Sixth Illinois Infantry in the Spanish- 
American War, returned again to 
Galesburg, this time to enroll as a 
student in Lombard College. 

And there he met the first of his five 
“discoverers,” Philip Green Wright, 
later secretary of the Tariff Commis- 
sion, then an obscure teacher of ‘En- 


‘glish, mathematics and astronomy,’ 


who published a little pamphiet of 
Sandburg's verse in 1904. 


IS second—and, so to speak, 

permanent—discoverer is his 

wife, Lillian Steichen, sister of 
the noted photographer, Edward J. 
Steichen, and her intelligent devotion 
led to his discovery by the others, 
William -Marion Reedy of the Mirror 
in St. Louls, Harriet Monroe of Poet- 
ry in Chicago and Alfred Harcourt in 
New York. 

But before he got anywhere as a 
poet he got to know housewives as a 
peddier of the stereoptican pictures 
that used to sit beside the family al- 
bum in every respectable ‘‘parlor’’; 
politicians as secretary of the Mayor 
of Milwaukee; ‘‘millionaires’’ and fac- 
tory hands as a writer for ‘‘System’’; 
Organizers and foremen and more 
*“‘millionaires’’ as labor reporter for 
the Daily News, and then just people 
people—as its movie re- 
viewer. He wrote some curious pieces 
under the guise of reviews, and it may 
be remarked that he was a puzzle to 


the managers, but he was constantly 
in touch with what the people wanted, 
or what the people got. 

He has retired now from his news- 
paper chores to his home, built by 
Mrs. Sandburg at Harbert, Michigan, 
a lakeshore village that had a popu- 
lation of 60 in 1930; maybe now, with 
Carl and Mrs. Sandburg and their 
three girls, it has 55. The upper 
floor is his study, lined with filing 
cases of material on Lincoln. More 
items on the Emancipator—the irre- 
placable items—fill a concrete fire- 
proof vault in the cellar. Already, 
say his publishers, Harcourt, Brace 
and Company, he has 800,000 words 
in final draft for the remaining Lin- 
coln volumes—and meantime he turns 
out an epic of street and field and 
strike meeting like ‘‘The People, Yes.’ 

Meanwhile, also, he is not too busy 
to go to and fro in the land talking 
about American verse for Americans, 
reading inimitably from his own books 
at a thousand and one university and

Worker’s Alliance invaded Trenton, 
New Jersey, occupied the State House 
and jeered the Legislature. The in- 
terlopers were finally ejected by the 
police, but the news that relief recipi- 
ents in the State of New Jersey were 
suddenly cut off from all means of 
sustenance created widespread con- 
cern. 

Now before a State Legislature de- 
cides to drop an ax on relief, it first 
has to weigh the possible disturbance 
and the adverse public sentiment that 
David Lasser and his Worker's Alli- 
ance are apt to create. 

Whether or not the Worker's Alli- 
ance can be considered a political fac- 
tor is conjectural at present, but the 
organization as it stands is well spread 
out and has representation in the ru- 
ral communities as well as the cities. 
The local groups of the Worker's Alli- 
ance meet in churches, settlement 
houses and other edifices of a semi- 
public nature. 

Advance information on conditions 
in different states is sent to the alli- 
ance from all parts of the country and 
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the intimation that anyone of the 48 
states is planning to cut relief appro- 
priations or do something else inimi- 
cal to those on relief is met with im- 
mediate opposition. 

The office of the Worker's Alliance 
in New York City is located in a ram- 
shackle bulding at Number 221 East 
Twenty-third street. The vice-presi- 
dent of the Worker's Alliance and the 
man who will succeed David Lasser if 
he should win a political office on the 
Socialist ticket is W. K. Patrick of 
Qregon, who is not allied to any po- 
litical party and merely wants to be 
known as an independent voter. Her- 
bert Benjamin, a former head of the 
unemployed councils, is a Communist 
and a member of the board of strategy 
of the Worker's Alliance. There is no 
known Republican voter in the per- 
sonnel of the Worker's Alliance, but 
undoubtedly Lasser could produce one 
if pressed for such information. 

The Worker's Alliance is supported 
by voluntary contributions. The un- 
employed on its roster contribute 10 
cents a week and the WPA workers 
give 15 cents which enables the vari- 
ous offices to function and keep their 
printing presses going. 

The cash deposits of the Worker's 
Alliance are in what is known as the 
Amalgamated Bank Account and addi- 
tional moneys are garnered from the 
running of social affairs. More funds 
in the treasury of the Worker's Alli- 
ance at a future date would mean tha! 
the leaders of the movement can hop 
for a salary of $30 a week instead of 
the regulation $20 which is now the 
rule. 

Lasser is a man of quiet demeanor, 
which is not, however, without a hint 
of forcefulness. He has a broad, in- 
telligent forehead and kindly brow» 
eyes.

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Why MEXICO CITY'S CHILDREN F 


The City Needed Them to Make War op i

MEXICO, D. F. 
HY people's best 
impulses frequently 
make them the 
greatest nuisance 
nobody knows. Cer- 
aS tainly it wouldn't 

do to teach children 
not to be good and gentle and un- 
selfish. On the other hand too 
much plous insistence on virtue 
sometimes turns hopeful young- 
sters into grown-up prigs even 
their own children aren’t capable 
of re-educating. The touching 
little story that follows illustrates 
the point. 

Nobody could conceivably make 
Alfonso Cuesta Gallardo out to be 
a villain. It is his good and kind- 
ly impulse that is the bad man of 
this piece. Alfonso wasn’t think- 
ing of anything except sweet na- 
ture and birds and flowers when 
this impulse took a hand. He was 
thinking of the fine trees in the 
Alameda Park, of the soft winds 
and burgeoning blooms, of riotous 
colors and restful shade. He was 
worrying about the insects, which 
have been doing so much damage 
there lately. If there were only 
more birds in the park, he was 
thinking, the damage might be re- 
paired. The birds could rid Ala- 
meda Park of the noxious insects 
and fill the air with their songs. 

Alfonso is as gentle and hu- 
mane @ man as one could want. 
Kindness to animals and birds and 
trees runs strong in him. Natural- 
ly when he yields to an impulse it 
is a good one. Hence, worrying 
about the insects and wishing for 
birds gave birth to one of the 
sweetest impulses in the world. 
He would go to the children of 
Mexico City and ask them to do- 
nate canaries to the park. Then 
the birds might be free and hap- 
py—and besides that kill off the 
insects and fill the air with sibi- 
lant twitterings and chirrupings 
and belling rolls and quavers. 

Now birds are to Mexican chil- 
dren about the same thing dogs 
and cats are to most children 
north of here. Almost every 
household has a cage; most 
houses have several hanging in 
the gardens and every Mexican 
 etreet resounds with bird songs. 
Canaries are the favorites. There 
are also pet nightingales, blue- 
birds, robins and s0 on.
